In  the  Cactus  Dahlias  the  flowers  are  fully  double,  with  the  floral  rays  long,  narrow,  incurved 
or  twisted.  The  points  are  either  sharp,  divided  or  fluted  and  the  margins  rolled  back,  forming 
a more  or  less  perfect  tube  for  more  than  half  the  length  of  the  ray.  This  type  is  very  valuable, 
since  the  blooms  last  exceptionally  long  as  cut-flowers.  Some  of  our  very  finest  Dahlias  in 
existence  belong  to  this  type. 

The  Hybrid  Cactus  Dahlias  are  fully  double,  with  decidedly  shorter  petals  as  compared 
with  the  true  Cactus  Dahlias.  The  petals  are  broad,  flat,  incurved  or  twisted.  They  are  not 
sharply  pointed  except  where  the  tips  are  divided,  and  the  margins  are  only  slightly  rolled  back. 
If  the  flowers  form  any  tubes,  they  are  less  than  half  the  length  of  the  ray.  These  Hybrid 
Cactus  Dahlias  are  a valuable  class  for  garden  decoration  as  well  as  for  cutting.
